The section that gath¬ 
ered the most public com¬ 
ment was that of historic 
preservation. 

There were many mem¬ 
bers of the Citizens for 
Property Rights group 
(CPR) at the meeting. 
Donna Sutcliffe asked that 
all references of the Cul¬ 
tural Heritage Commis¬ 
sion be removed from the 
General Plan. According 
to her sources a commis¬ 
sion is not needed and the 
Planning Commission or 
City Council could take 
over those duties. 

Bill Weber, a property 
owner of a historical des¬ 
ignated sight also felt that 
the Cultural Heritage 
Commission should not 
exist. Although he didn’t 
mind owning a house of 
designation, he felt that he 
didn’t want the govern¬ 
ment to rule over his home. 


Joseph Scalzo was con¬ 
cerned of the added 
amount of traffic brought 
into the city due to people 
touring historical sites in 
the city. ‘The real histori¬ 
cal cultural charm of Sierra 
Madre... is the quiet and 
off the beaten path feel,” 
testified Scalzo. He also 
felt that the debating of 
CPR and the City Council 
should stop. “I feel that 
this is a time for the city to 
be united not divided, “ 
added Scalzo. 

Other residents asked 
that the designation of his¬ 
torical sites required con¬ 
sent of the homeowners. 
Cultural Heritage Com¬ 
missioner Barbara Hester 
reminded everyone at the 
meeting that the commis¬ 
sion had written in manda¬ 
tory consent of the 
homeowner in the draft or¬ 
dinance and that the focus 
of the meeting was not that 
ordinance. The Cultural 
Heritage Ordinance is set 
to be presented to the City 
Council in late July. 

Councilwoman 
Mary Ann MacGillivray 
reminded everyone that 
the section was written to 
simply encourage historic 
preservation. The main 
goal is to “preserve histori¬ 
cal structures and the his¬ 
toric culture of Sierra 
Madre,” explained 

MacGillivray. 

The remaining four sec¬ 
tions were also discussed 
among the 

counciimembers. In the 
next regular City Council 
meeting of May 28, the 
council will review all 
changes made to all four 
chapters of the General 
Plan. The council has set 
a goal of adopting the plan 
on June 11. 


Turning Rotten?

Question: I was driving my 
1990 Buick Regal in Colorado 
recently and could not find 87 
Octane regular unleaded gasoline. 
The only regular unleaded gas sold 
was 86 Octane, so 1 filled the tank, 
crossed me fingers and proceeded 
down the highway. 1 never heard 
any pinging, but could I have done 
damage to my engine by using a 
lower octane fuel than the car's 
manufacturer recommends? 

Answer: using the lower octane fuel did 
not hurt your Buick's engine. At high altitudes, 
the air in thinner and this results in lower 
cylinder pressure. Therefore, you don't need 
as high an octane fuel to protect your car’s 
engine from knocking.

thanks to the inspiration of 
director Stephen Daldry 
and the imagination of de¬ 
signer Ian MacNeil, a 
powerful statement of a 
message which is hardly 
new, but can always stand 
repeating: we are each one 
responsible for our own 
acts. 

The curtain opens on a 
startlingly surrealist set. A 
grey broken cobblestone 
area stretches, thanks to 
forced perspective, into 
the distance. Clouds of 
fog, mist and rain blur it 
and a few, indistinct 
people go about their ob¬ 
scure business. At one side 
there is a battered public 
phone booth and at the 
other there is a complete 
Victorian house which 
rises above it all on stilts. 
In the house a party is go¬ 
ing on and the warmth and 
laughter provide a com¬ 
plete contrast with the 
dingy chill outside.The 
problem usual to spectacu¬ 


lar staging is that it may 
very well detract from the 
play itself,but in this case 
it seems entirely suitable 
that the audience should be 
warned. We are so used to 
mystery stories that are 
constructed with infinite 
logic that we may be put 
off by the decidedly sym¬ 
bolic logic of this one. A 
little reinforcement of the 
thought that we are not to 
take the plot too literally is 
welcome. It is a series of 
metaphors, most of them 
obvious, some of them 
humorous, some of them 
damning. 

The reason the Inspec¬ 
tor calls is to interrogate 
the occupants of the house. 
They are charming and 
self-satisfied and cannot 
see why they should be 
questioned about the sui¬ 
cide of a young working 
class girl who has no con¬ 
nection with any of them. 
The Inspector enlightens 
them. 

Stacy Keach plays the 
wealthy and mildly social¬ 


climbing father of the fam¬ 
ily, Susan Kellerman is his 
socially conscious but ar¬ 
rogant wife, Jane Fleiss is 
their pretty, thoughtless 
daughter and Harry 
Carnahan, their playboy 
son. David Andrew 
MacDonald seems to have 
stepped out of a Gibson 
drawing as the daughter’s 
man-about-town fiance.

the claim should be sent in 
the first 24 hours. In the 
situation of the insurance 
company, the claim form 
has to be returned by the 
employer. A business 
owner should never trust 
the employee to return the 
claim form himself to the 
insurance company. This 
is sad, that this puts the 
employee and employer at 
odds. The claim form let’s 
your insurance company 
know about the injury. 
Employers have to know if 
the employee was hurt at 
home, or if the employee 
came to work limping on a 
certain day, especially the 
day of the injury. 


courts look favorably on 
documented evidence that 
he hurt himself the night 
before. In psychological 
counseling, the employee 
will say “I’m being 
stressed out by the boss”, 
and this stress problem 
should be treated as 
workman’s compensation. 
A psychological counsel¬ 
ing session counts as No¬ 
tice of Injury”, and it is 
very important to have 
documentation. In 
Workman’s Compensa¬ 
tion, you have to go to the 
doctor specified by the 
company.

In the midst of a sum¬ 
mer afternoon, the small 
business members learned 
that you should never ig¬ 
nore “injury on the job”. 
The employee should 
make sure that they are 
available with claim forms 
and attending personnel 
should problems arise. 
There should be no dis¬ 
crimination against an 
employee that is injured, 
and an employer should 
never assume that an em¬ 
ployee is faking. A pen¬ 
alty for firing an employee 
is rather severe, if the em¬ 
ployee has been injured on 
the job. A business asses¬ 
sor will have to assess if 
the injury is an industrial 
or non industrial injury. 
The American Disability 
Act has specified that they 
make accommodations for 
disabilities only after you 
have hired the employee. 
Most major litigations 
with employees are 
avoided when employees 
go back to work. 

When it is a medical or 
permanent disability, it 
would be beneficial for the 
employee to take the case 
to court and win it. There 
is a three year limitation 
for modification of the 


court date. This affects the 
rate of the Workman’s 
Comp. The Workman’s 
Compensation office that 
your smaJI business has 
should be in the state of 
California. There are 
Workman’s Comp, offices 
out of state, but they do not 
know California’s laws, 
and this makes things dif¬ 
ficult. The Workman’s 
Compensation Laws 
change from state to state. 
Many out of state compa¬ 
nies will carry WorkmEui’s 
Compensation, but it is 
best to stay within your 
own territory. If an insur¬ 
ance company’s case load 
is too heavy or too high, 
than this a sign that they 
are not doing a good job, 
because they need to take 
their time with every case, 
and if they are too bogged 
down, than they have no 
time. 

The most es.sential thing 
that we learned on this 
warm, early summer after¬ 
noon was that if the insur¬ 
ance company doesn’t do 
the proper paper work with 
the claim form, and return 
it right, than this can result 
in higher premiums. After 
a very informative meet¬ 
ing, the small group was 
pleasantly adjourned.

I know the kids are in the park. I’m not exactly sure where 
they are, it’s a big park and these kids all look the same to my 
tired old eyes. I know they’re in the park because they do not 
have the guts to leave this address. They’d like to leave be¬ 
cause the grass is always greener at someone else’s house. 
They dare not leave. Then we would have to involve the po¬ 
lice. This would cause mom great embarrassment as she Is 
ultimately responsible for all the bad things our kids do while 
out in public. She blames me for every wrong thing they have 
ever done but she still feels responsible. She is the primary 
point of contact for the local chapter of H.O.O.T.E.R. Moms. 

( Holy Order Of Tough, Energetic, Responsible Moms.) 

Now we’re talking about a piece of property that these kids 
know like the back of their dirt encrusted hands. I’ve gotten 
myself into quite a bind. I have not actually seen them for an 
hour. In any other city this would constitute child endanger- 
ment. In my town it means that Dad was having a cool time 
hanging out at the baseball diamond. 

I know that my kids feel as comfortable in this park as they 
do in their beds. Parks are designed to give kids a place to run 
and play. Who wants to run and play under the watchful eye 
of the man? What’s the fun of having neat hiding places if 
you’re supposed tell the grown-ups in advance that you’ll be 
using them? 

Our little park is augmented by some very interesting prop¬ 
erties. On the west sits the old graveyard. Rarely visited by 
the tykes but a possible destination none the less. The old 
tombstones and rock lined burial plots create an interesting 
visual display. Upon arrival though the kids with their vibrant 
life force Find very little use for this most ultimate of destina¬ 
tions. 

The tennis courts are always being used by tennis players. 
Go figure! Well lit at night it is considered surrendered terri¬ 
tory. The basketball/rollerblade court is a very popular spot 
for the kids. This area is always overlooked by adult search 
parties and this is why it is so popular with the gypsy children. 
They relish the thought of being able to hide in plain sight yet 
they plead ignorance to frustrated and nerve racked parents, 
who have finally tom themselves away from the backstop at 
the end of six. You can recognize them staring off into space 
wondering aloud as to the whereabouts of their loved ones as 
the field crew shuts things down for the night. 

Up the access road to the north is the big guys baseball field. 
This is the land of the steel cleat and the pick-off play. This 
site holds fond memories for those studs who have been for¬ 
tunate enough to park a ball in that kind old gentleman’s tree 
line. Some of the kids like to come up here and watch a game 
and fantasize about the things that will some day become a 
reality. The kids won’t go there after dark because the city is 
forbidden to light the complex. 

The City Yards are fascinating to man and child alike. Once 
you gain access though you realize it is merely a large amount 
of wasted space. A parking lot and a self serve gas station, 
waiting for some visionary to come along and reconfigure 
things. The kids know this is the forbidden zone and the po¬ 
lice patrol it regularly. They wfiTfiolvevSf retrievtfToul balls 
on command. They won’t go down to the car and retrieve their 
own jacket but that’s another story. 

The settling basins. Sierra Madre’s version of Walden 
Pond, play host to a variety of waterfowl, amphibians, and the 
ever tenacious coyote. This is like the land that time forgot. 
The neighbors say that when the Santa Ana winds blow you 
can hear the ghost of Marlin Perkins, wailing like the Banshee 
and calling out for his faithful companion Jim. 

We do not want to think about who gets back there. If they 
can get through the barb wire, the chain link fences, the guard 
dogs, and carnivorous frogs, they are beyond my reach. For¬ 
tunately this is even more of an under utilized space than the 
City Yards. Some big holes in the ground. Some full of wa¬ 
ter, some full of grass. One day a year it plays host to a spec¬ 
tacular recreational fishing derby. 

When the evenings warm up and public swim is on the kids 
will ask for the pool pass to get into the pool. This is great since 
someone else has to help me supervise my kid, while 1 splash 
around acting like a kid. I admit that I am a wannabee but I do 
enjoy the company. Some day I hope to get up enough nerve 
to leave the baby pool and swim a few laps. Every time the 
kids see me looking for them here they simply submerge and 
hold their breath. 

The most favorite place of all seems to be directly behind 
center field, back behind the bushes. The kids have some kind 
of a fortress back there. I once tried to investigate this strong¬ 
hold and check up on my kid. I was identified as an intruder 
50 yards out and I was repelled by dirt clods. All in good fun 
I might add. 

The surest way to draw a kid out is to ask another kid where 
he thinks they might be and then yell in the suggested direc¬ 
tion really loud. This might get you some strange looks from 
the other grown-ups, which makes it well worth your while. 
Sometimes it’s the only thing to interrupt a young imagina¬ 
tion. Sometimes it just plain feels good. 

Feeling good is what a park is all about.
